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That the honey crop in Indiana i 
almost a total failure because of dry 
weather, is the assertion of B. \Y. 
Douglass, State entomologist 
and 
head of the State apiary department. 
The failure of the white clover crop, 
on which Indiana bees depend pri­ 
marily for honey of the State, is due 
to dry weather, says Mr. Douglass. 
Practically the only hope that there 
will he any surplus honey lies in the 
fact that heavy rainfalls may bring 
a blossoming of basswood. 
The bees 
will not starve next winter, asserts 
Mr. Douglass, because enough nectar 
can be obtained from the late fall 
flowers to create a store of honey

forget.

The text for this remarkable ser­ 
mon was taken from the 18th chap­ 
ter of St. Matthew, the 15th verse, 
Avhieh is as follows:

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A NEW KIND OF WEED.

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Among the old and familiar weeds, 
such 
as 
b u tte rn u t, foxtail, wild 
morning glory and jamestown weed, 
which have grown apace 
with 
the 
young coni during the warmth and 
moisture ot the last we< k or more, a 
new and unnamed weed has made its 
appearance in many cornfields, p a r­ 
ticularly in the river valley, and it is 
causing the farmers a deal of trouble. 
It is similar in appearance to wiro 
grass, and grows as thick as hair on 
a tender’s spine. 
The 
blades 
are 
rather short and narrow, 
and 
ar© 
tough enough to warrant the name of 
wiregrass, which the farmers have 
given the unusual growth. 
It grows 
in (he corn fields, stooling rapidly and 
forming, even in a few days. a sod so 
tough that an ordinary cultivator will 
hardly tear it apart. 
Moreover, (he 
plant is so hardy that, even when a 
mat of the sod is covered with loose 
earth to a depth of hair an inch, some 
of the blades will pierce through, and 
will stool and start again.

Little patches of this grass have 
I been noticed in cornfields hereabout 
Jfor the past few summers, but this 
year it seems to have 
come 
into 
prominence for the first. It is calling

Hale of Maine. He will also be ask ed 
abou t the my steriou s reappearance of 
the long lost v ou cher for $2,45 0 in the 
Day portrait case. 
Secretary Iv nox 
was su bpenaed as the resu lt of dis­ 
closu res before the committee. 
The committee wants to k now* why 
the Canadian bou ndary fu nd was in­ 
creased by $5 ,000 at the instance of the 
state departm ent withou t the k now- 
ledge of Dr. O. H. Tittman, su perin> 
tendent of the coast and geodetic su r­ 
v ey , who has charge of disbu rsements 
of the fu nd, and why this $5 ,000 was 
tu rned ov er to Frederick Male on no 
other au thority than Mr. Knox ’s O. K. 
on a slip of paper pinned to an u n­ 
signed v ou cher. 
This v ou cher bears only the signa­ 
tu re of Mr. Hale, showing that he re­ 
ceiv ed the money , the two places 
wrhere the official signatu res are cu s­ 
tomarily placed being v acant. 
The 
slip bearing Mr. Knox ’s O. K. contains 
Mr. H ale’s ex pense accou nt and com­ 
pensation aggregating $0,18 2.8 0. There 
is a ‘‘discou nt” of $1,18 2.8 0, and Mr. 
Hale receiv ed the balance. 
The com­ 
m ittee also wants to k now what this 
discou nt means. 
Senator Hale was chairman of the 
powerfu l appropriation committee in 
the senate when the estim ates of Dr. 
Tittm an for the Canadian 
bo undary 
fu nd were increased $5 ,000 withou t his 
k nowledge. Dr. Tittm an told the com­ 
mittee he had nev er seen any ev idence 
of the y ou nger Mr. Hale’s activ ities 
for which he got $5 ,000.

Chairman Hamlin and his associates 
on 
the committee 
said 
they 
were 
'thu nderstru ck '’ 
when 
they 
learned 
that the Day portrait v ou cher had 
been discov ered ly ing on the floor of 
the disbu rsing clerk ’s office in the 
state departm ent. 
This v ou cher, withdrawn from the 
departm ent files in 1906 by order of 
Secretary Root, had not 
been seen 
since then. 
Mr. Root testified he did 
not k now what had become of it. Sec­ 
retary Knox said the same thing. 
A 
carefu l search failed to disclose it. 
Yet ju st one week ago, the committee 
has learned, it was fou nd beside a 
w-aste bask et in the disbu rsing office 
of the departm ent. 
No one seems to 
k now- how it got there 6 r to be able 
to su ggest who has had it for the last 
fiv e y ears, bu t it has reappeared and, 
strangely enou gh, had pinned to it a 
brief ex planation by Colonel Michael 
that he spent the difference betw-een 
$2,45 0, which he drew in cash to pay 
for the oil portrait of former Secretary 
of State Day , and the $8 5 0 which he 
actu ally paid to the artist w-ho painted 
the portrait, u pon the order of Secre­ 
tary ijty . He does not go into details. 
The state departm ent has issu ed a 
statem ent in which they say that the 
pay ment to Hale was “entirely u su al 
and simple.” 
The statem ent say s fu r 
ther 
that 
Secretary 
Knox 
notified

be k illed before the su mmer is ended 
by the operatidh of the cottony ma­ 
ple scale, say s B. W. Dou glass, stare 
entomologist, who has pist issu ed a 
statement concerning that pes- and 
the tu ssock moth, which i? now to 
be fou nd work ing in many parts v f 
the state. In his 
statement, 
Mr. 
Dou glass said: 
“A few day s ago I receiv ed a v ery 
u nu su al letter from a man in the 
north part of the state, 
lie was in­ 
terested in shade trees and stated 
that the trees in his town seemed to 
be perfectly healthy , bu t he wanted 
to k now how to k eep them in that 
condition. 
I believ e this is the first 
letter of 
this k ind that I 
ev er re­ 
ceiv ed and it is in strong contrast 
to the u su al ru n of leters from peo­ 
ple who neglect their trees till they 
are so far gone that no amou nt of 
treatment will sav e them. 
“This is particu larly tru e ol' the 


s of t maple trees in Indianapolis a I 
this time. 
Many of them arc infes­ 
ted with the cottony maple s*aie to 
su ch an ex tent that th°y can not 
su rv iv e the su mmer. 
All thes* in­ 
fected trey s showed indications «»i 
the pest last season, bu t the owners 
did not consider that the few little 
balls of co4iony su bstance of an oc­ 
casional branch wou ld ev er do any 
harm. 
“The trees were 
neglected, 
and 
this y ear the 
scale 
appeared 
in 
cou ntless nu mbers to su ck the life 
blood of the tree. 
If infested trees 
had been spray ed in the winter all of 
this season’s damage 
cou ld 
hav e 
been prev ented, 1 pointed ou t thri 
fact in sev eral newspaper aitid es 
last season, bu t I do not k now of 
any one in the city who acted oil the 
su ggestion. 
“The park board is well ¡¡ware of 
the condition of things, bin the pow­ 
ers that ru le the board’s appropria­ 
tions 
hav e v ery u nwisely failed to 
su pply the fu nds 
with 
whica 
the 
board cou ld u ndertak e the work of 
spray ing the trees along ou r streets. 
For the benefit of parties who may 
see this article and be worried abou t 
their maple trees I will say that they 
can do v ery good at this season of 
the y ear. 
Infested trees shou ld be* 
mark ed in the su mmer time and then 
spray ed nex t winter with the lime 
and su lphu s solu tion. If the prepara­ 
tion is pu t on in the su mmer it will 
k ill many of the leav es.’ 
“Another pest that threatens ou r 
shade trees at this time is the 
tu s­ 
sock moth. 
This leaf 
eater 
was 
present in some nu mbers last sea­ 
son and many of ou r shade trees 
were defoliated. 
The female moth 
mak es her cocoon in some sheltered 
place 
sometimes on the mink of 
the tree, bu t more often lou tcr the

“As soon as she emerges from her 
cocoon she lay s a mass of 
eggs, of­ 
ten oil the cocoon itself. 
As soon as 
these eggs hatch the y ou ng cater-

search of green stu ff. 
They eat al­ 
most any thing in the shape of a leaf, 
bu t seem especially fond of certain 
shade trees. 
It will be seen that 
these crawlers mu st mak e their way 
to the leav es by going u p the tru nk 
of the tree and any stick y 
su bstnee 
placed in a band arou nd the tru nk 
will interfere with their progress. 
“Great care mu st be u sed in the 
selection of this banding 
material. 
No preparation containing tar or oil 
of any sort shou ld be u sed as it will 
be apt to work throu gh the bark and 
inju re the tree. 
In the 
east it is 
necessary to band all the 
trees to 
protect them from the gy psy moth 


and great inju ry has been cau sed by 


thq u se of tar for this pu rpose. 


“I hav e u sed stick y fly paper as a 


band arou nd 
trees, 
bu t it is u n­ 


sightly and I learn that the stick y 
fly paper people are now placing 
o n 
the mark et a preparation to smear 
on the trees. 
It is dark in color and 
is so stick y that a narrow band of it 
will prev ent the ascent of any thing 
from a caterpillar to a small boy . 
“The manu factu rers 
claim 
that 
this dope has been u sed fo r sev eral 
y ears in the east and that it has not 
inju red a tree. I also see it indorsed 
by a gov ernment report. 
The s i’ek y 
band shou ld be applied at^ once 
as 
the little caterpillars are 
hatching 
now. 
If they hav e already reached 
the leav es y ou mu st spray the trees 
with arsenate of lead—one ou nce to 
the gallon of water.”

God unless we show that spirit and 
disposition of God,” said he. It w as 
shown that we must go down in the 
dust and forgive, that 
our Father 
might forgive us.
